There are 18,834 Republicans and 
1G20 Democrats in Lower Merion and 
Narberth who are entitled to vote at 
the primary election on April 21, ac- 
cording to figures compiled by Harry 
Shainline, chief clerk of the Montr 
gomery County Commissioners, at 
N'orristown. 

In the First legislative District, 
which comprises Lower Merion, Nar- 
.berth, Bridgeport, West Conshohocken 
and Upper Merion, there are a total 
of 22,024 Republicans and 2845 Demo- 
crats enrolled on the books of the 
registry assessors in the various dis- 
tricts. 

The enrollment figures for the leg- 
islative district as a whole show that 
women outnumber men in both major 
parties, there being 11,523 Republican 
women to 11,401 men, while the Dem- 
ocratic party has 1482 women to l.'Ki" 
men. 

In Lower Merion there are 16,4:!(i 
enrolled Republicans and 1207 Demo- 
crats, while in Narberth there are 
2:11)8 Republicans and 323 Democrats. 

In the whole district there are but 
four enrolled as Liberals. A total of 
731 men and women are not enrolled 
under any party and hence will not 
be able to vote at the primary elec- 
tion. 

The Merion district in Lower .Mer- 
ion has the highest enrollment in the 
legislative district, there being 1880 
Republicans and 12C> Democrats. The 
Cynwyd district runs a close second, 
with 155G Republicans and 121 Demo- 
crats. The majority of the districts 
run from 500 to 100. 

A toe dance was performed by 
Elizabeth Keen, of Haver ford Troop 
120, and a pantomime with two act- 
ors was presented by I he Gladwyne 
Troop. 

The sum of $13.00 was raised 
through the sale of candy during the 
intermission of the contest, which will 
be applied to the tree planting on 
City Line on March 10th. This will 
be a Washington Bi-Centennial cele- 
bration and will be participated in by 
all Philadelphia and suburban girl 
scout districts.

Health Center Needs #100 to Replace Old 

Equipment and Increase Conference Hours

Now, that the eyes of the whole 
world are focused upon the safety of 
a baby, it is most fitting that we stop 
at this time to consider our own ba- 
bies. We ask for contributions to- 
ward keeping babies well. 

Our local Child Health Center is 
facing a real need for financial assist- 
ance, in order to continue with as ef- 
ficient service for its pre-school appli- 
cants, as the Center has given for the 
past two years. 

Should the attendance continue to 
increase at the rate of last year, it 
will be necessary to have the Center 
open for longer periods. The largest 
attendance is during the warm wea- 
ther, which reached 35 on more than 
one occasion last summer. There 
were 29 per cent, at last week's con- 
ference, which leaves the question — 
What will the requirements be for the 
near approaching warm season? 

Another question which comes to us 
is, — "Is 'not the Center cared for by 
Council, the Red Cross, the Women's 



Club and volunteer helpers?" The 
answer is — "Yes, it has been on the 
present time schedule, but it must 
find means for sustaining longer con- 
ference periods, and also for immedi- 
ately replacing some worn out equip- 
ment."

Discuss Plans 

MANY FACTORS NOTED 



A group met at the Legion Room 
of the Community Building on 
Wednesday night to discuss the plan 
of co-operating with the national Le- 
gion drive to aid employment by se- 
curing new work. 

The discussion, participated in by 
members of the Legion, the Legion 
Auxiliary, the Narberth Men's Bridge 
Club and the Woman's Community 
Club and interested citizens, brought 
out the fact that the situation in Nar- 
berth involved many considerations 
which affected the welfare of various 
groups and individuals in the commu- 
nity. 

It was decided that the problem 
presented a dual aspect: (1) To se- 
cure information as to the possible 
amount of general labor and odd-job 
work which could be performed by 
unemployed persons; (2) to stimulate 
business and employment generally by 
a campaign to encourage residents to 
have work of all kinds performed, 
such as repairs, renovations and alter- 
ations, which would indirectly benefit 
the unemployed by creating a demand 
for skilled labor. 

Arthur L. Cooke, a past commander 
of the Legion, was authorized to or- 
ganize a meeting of business men of 
the community on Monday night in 
the Legion Room, at which time vari- 
ous phases of the plan will be pre- 
sented to them, and they will be asked 
to express opinions as to the feasi- 
bility of a method of carrying out 
this project. 

It is hoped that a plan suitable to 
the conditions as they exist in Nar- 
berth will be arrived at and put into 
execution at an early date.

Bill Durbin Speaker 
at Rotary Meeting 

Fulfills Club Requirement by 

Relating His Life 

History 

IS NOTED AS ATHLETE 



The autobiography of William 
Holmes Durbin was the feature of the 
program- Tuesday at the weekly lunch- 
eon of the Balu-Cynwyd-Narberth Ro- 
tary Club. "Bill" Durbin, a new 
member of the organization, fulfilled 
a club requirement by speaking of his 
own history. 

In his introduction President Ralph 
S. Dunne reviewed some of the high- 
lights of Bill's athletic career. Stat- 
ing that he had distinguished himself 
in three major sports — football, base- 
ball and basketball — Mr. Dunne re- 
counted a number of incidents which 
he feared the speaker would be too 
modest to quote. 

Bill Durbin's basketball career in 
Narberth began on a team coached 
by Dr. Roniaine C. Hoffman, three of 
whose members later became collegi- 
ate captains. In baseball he was a 
spitball artist, and in addition to his 
Narberth games he played in various 
parts of the country, receiving an 
offer from the New York Yankees, 
which he turned down to enter the 
service. 

He played football at Haverford 
School and later at Swarthmore Col- 
lege. In a game with the University 
of Pennsylvania he was credited with 
personally stopping 13 out of 15 Penn 
line attacks. He was noted as a for- 
ward-passer, one of his exploits mak- 
ing the "Believe It or Not" feature 
of Ripley. He earned this honor by 
throwing three successive passes from 
the 50-yard line which hit the cross- 
bar of the goal posts. 

Bill was born in Altoona and at- 
tended the Narberth schools, Haver- 
ford School and Swarthmore. He 
served in University Hospital Unit 
No. 20 during the war, keeping up 
his baseball in France. After the war 
he coached his three favorite , sports 
at Haverford School. He is now as- 
sociated with William S. Howard in 
the real estate and insurance business.

The following article by Chester 
P. Cook, of Merion, an authority on 
Colonial history, recalls the momen- 
tous events of the year 1777, when 
General George Washington led his 
troops through the Main Line sec- 
tion following the battle of Brandy- 
dine. 

Derived from original sources, it 
was delivered as an address, entitled 
"Washington in Our Neighborhood," 
at a Bi-Centennial celebration held 
at the Narberth School. 



Philadelphia, bounded in the main 
between 8th street, Vine street, South 
street, and the Delaware River, was 
the metropolis of the Western World, 
seat of the Continental Congress, and 
the Supreme Executive Council of 
what was soon to become the Key- 
stone State. 

Excerpts follow from a Proclama- 
tion, as per Colonial Records, volume 
11, issued by this governing body un- 
der date of September 10. 1777: 

"The time is at length come in 



which the fate of ourselves, our 
wives, children and posterity must 
be speedily determined. Gen. Howe, 
at the head of a British army, the 
only hope, the last resource of our 
enemies, has invaded this state, dis- 
missing his ships and disencumber- 
ing himself of his heavy artillery 
and baggage, he appears to have risk- 
ed all upon the events of a move- 
ment, which must either deliver up 
to plunder and devastation this capi- 
tal of Pennsylvania, and of America, 
or forever blast the cruel designs of 
our implacable foes. Blessed be God, 
Providence seems to have left it to 
ourselves to determine whether we 
shall triumph in victory and rest in 
freedom and peace, or by tamely sub- 
mitting, or weakly resisting, deliver 
ourselves up a prey to an enemy, than 
whom none more cruel and perfidious 
was ever suffered to vex and destroy 
any people." 

This proclamation continues by 
saying:

"As a result of my experience in 
the Courts and my knowledge of the 
temperament of citizens of the coun- 
try, I am persuaded that the Eight- 
eenth Amendment has not served the 
purpose for which its sponsors zeal- 
ously labored, and that its violation 
has resulted in corruption in public 
office and- a disobedience to law. This 
attitude is antagonistic to the best 
interests of self-government. The 
purpose intended by the Eighteenth 
Amendment can best be served by its 
repeal and the submission of the ques- 
tion to each State for its own deter- 
mination." 

Fred C. Peters, of Ardmore, Assem- 
blyman from the First Legislative 
District, who is the organization can- 
didate for re-election, has announced 
that his platform is the same as Mr. 
Ditter's.

Another "Pledge" Victim 

Isaac R. Pennvpacker has been 
dropped from the Valley Forge Park 
Commission, and we are sorry to see 
it happen. The reason, it is said, is 
because he refused to sign Mr. Pin- 
chot's well'known pledge of political 
loyalty. 

Now, we like Mr. Pinchot. We 
have been inclined to overlook some 
of his more di?zy ideas, because he 
is an individualist, a conservationist 
and a whacking good out'of-doors 
man. But why, in the name of all 
that's foolish, should he poke politics 
into Valley Forge Park? Just what 
vote-getting powers does Mr. Penny- 
packer have which make it so neces- 
sary that his head come off? 

The Main Line, however, has not 
been .entirely ignored in the board 
changes. We have lost Mr. Penny- 
packer and John R. K. Scott as mem- 
bers and have gained Colonel Milton 
G. Baker. The new appointee has 
done a great deal to advertise Valley 
Forge Park by naming his private 
school at Wayne after the national 
shrine. 

Mr. Pennypacker is no "yes man," 
but his services as chairman of the 
Valley Forge Park Commission are 
worthy of greater recognition than 
dismissal for political reasons. He 
was on the board for five years and 
has contributed a great store of in- 
formation through his tireless research 
work. It is known that through his 
efforts and his studies, the site of the 
forge from which the place gets its 
name was discovered. It was largely 
through his efforts that the old forge 
near Reading was found. Its removal 
to Valley Forge will supply a most 
interesting historical object. 

Mr. Pennypacker has devoted a 
great deal of time and more thought 
to the welfare of the park. It has 
grown under "his chairmanship, and 
his retirement, while a source of re 
gret, will not in any way lower the 
"aluc of his contribution to this great 
possession of the Main Line region. 

Our Katzenjammer 

In a long editorial in The Ameri- 
can Mercury for March, H. L. 
Mencken tellingly comments on our 
present economic difficulties. 

"What we suffer from, essentially, 
is only a gross and persistent Kataen 
jammer," he says, "the natural jirod 
uct of the grandest jag in the history 
of the modern world. Three years 
ago . . . one heard, on the authority 
of high-toned professors in swell col 
leges, that a new economics had come 
into action in the republic, and that 
its first principle was that what went 
up would never come down. The 
way to get on in the world, it ap- 
peared, was simply to spend more 
and more. ..." 

Mr. Mencken then gives a case 
history of "the typical American of 
that gaudy time" who tried to turn 
a few dollars into a million, and says: 

"It is a sad story. . . . But is it 
really the story of every American? 
Hardly. ... It is only the old story 
of gamblers brought to book at last, 
their money gone and their shirt-tails 
out. . . . We have all lost some- 
thing, but not many have really lost 
everything. In actual values the 
country is still rich, and any man 
who owns any honest part of it still 
has that part and will see it making 
money for him when the clouds roll 
by. . . . 

"It seems to me that the depression 
will be well worth its cost if it brings 
Americans back to their senses. Once 
they rediscover the massive fact that 
hard thrift and not gambler's luck is 
the only true basis of national wealth, 
they will discover simultaneously that 
a perfectly civilized and contented 
life is possible without the old fuss 
and display. For all the current 
alarms, they will still be as rich as 
any other people on earth — and a 
great deal richer than most. 

"As with the people, so with the 
nation. Uncle Sam has been on a 
bust, too. It is hard for him to r& 
trench, but somehow he must do it. v 

There is sound sense in this, and

There never lived a hen 
that wouldn't give up her 
scratching and run eagerly to- 
ward anyone who with an empty 
hand made a motion like tossing 
out grain, nor a hen that would 
not cackle like hell over a china 
egg — or even, sometimes, an old 
white door knob — in the nest! 
Don't let anyone palm off the 
hen as a good example in these 
days. Who wants to be like a 
hen, anyway? We'd rather be 
a man on a desert island than a 
hen in the finest barnyard what- 
soever. 



the sooner we realize it the better off 
we will be. Our splitting economic 
headache is the natural result of the 
economic gluttony that preceded it.

Demoniacal 

Anyone who has ever visited any 
shop where printing is done, at a time 
when it was not too busy for some 
kind soul to show him about, has 
probably seen a "type louse." It 
strikes the visitor as being impossi- 
ble that actually there could be lice 
hiding and living down, under the 
damp metal type in the forms and 
on the makeup tables; but, guided by 
the aforementioned kindly soul, the 
visitor is usually permitted to peer 
down between the lines of type, which 
are separated for that purpose, and 
forthwith the surprising discovery 
strikes his eyes. Nor is the type 
louse the only mysterious being which 
inhabits type. There is another whom 
no printer has ever seen in physical 
form, but whose impish works abound 
to the discomfiture of all printers and 
the huge irritation of all writers. It 
is the little demon which causes the 
maliciously perverse typographical 
errors, slight changes which in their 
distortion of the intended meaning are 
so ingenious as to surpass human in- 
genuity and premeditation. The Va- 
grant had begun to think that the 
sprite which inhabits the shop where 
this type is set had recognized ' in 
himself a not dissimilar mind. Weeks 
had passed with no signs of malevo- 
lence, but The Vagrant was deceived. 
Last week the imp caused a headline 
which had been written "A Great 
Appointment" to read "A Great Dis- 
appointment." And, of course, all 
readers naturally assumed that The 
Vagrant, whom they previously had 
suspected, had finally and conspicu- 
ously departed from all semblance of 
sense.

Occupational Morality 

It seems probable that the Lind- 
bergh kidnapping could not have been 
accomplished without some means of 
obtaining accurate and detailed infor- 
mation regarding the strictly intra- 
mural habits and customs of the fam- 
ily. The widespread discussion of 
that case which The Vagrant has 
heard has caused him to observe how 
easy it is for all of us to assume that 
a menial task, a lowly station in life 
or the lack of educational advantages 
renders a person more readily open 
to suspicion of any form of moral 
deliqueney. The police are not alone 
in proceeding on that assumption. We 
all do it. If anything is missing 
about the house, our suspicion at once 
points an accusing finger toward the 
charwoman, the delivery boy who was 
in the kitchen or the junk man who 
was in the cellar. Yet actually, so 
far as a life-scarred vagrant can ob- 
serve, the percentage of moral laxity 
is a pretty constant factor in all 
groups of human beings, regardless 
of wealth, station, authority or edu- 
cation. In every business organiza- 
tion there are men who competently 
earn large salaries and yet who are 
constantly petty grafters of postage 
stamps and various available supplies. 
Regardless of need, regardless of 
training, there are many highly- 
placed people who cannot withstand 
temptation. There are many lowly 
who are similarly weak. But the 
rich man is not ipse facto a good 
man, nor is the poor man p:?r se 
bad. The bank business has always 
been considered highly respectable 
and bankers especially trustworthy, 
but — "if that be treason, make the 
most of it."

An Invasion 

If an airplane of foreign origin and 
known hostile intent had flown across 
any of our borders anywhere on Tues- 
day, the 1st, and had released a bomb 
that had killed one infant, no matter 
how obscure and previously unknown, 
we would be a nation at war today. 
And, according to the commonly ac- 
cepted axioms of national life, our 
armed resentment against such an 
invasion of our peace and security 
would have been amply justified. Yet 
the Lindbergh kidnapping was just as 
much a blow at our government and 
all our institutions, and, while there 
is no denying the great indignation 
and sympathetic sorrow which that 
crime aroused, it cannot be said that

"Animated with the hope that heav- 
en, as before it has done in all times 
of difficulty and danger, will crown 
our righteous efforts with success, we 
look forward to the prospect of see- 
ing our insulting foe cut off from 
all means of escape, and by the good- 
ness of the Almighty, the Lord of 
Hosts and God of Battles, wholly de- 
livered into our hands. 

Attest, Thos. Wharton, junior pres- 
ident. 

Timothy Matlack, secretary. 

"God Save the People." 

Thus, we see that the Gettysburg 
of the Revolution was approaching, 
or in other words, the great battle of 
the Brandywine, which took place 
September 11, 1777, and resulted in 
an American defeat, with the loss 
of about l-10th of the Continental 
Army in killed, wounded and missing. 
From Penna. Archives, second series 
— page 211, and diary of Lieut. 
James McMichael, of Washington's 
army, we learn "that on September 
13, at sunrise, we crossed the Schuyl- 
kill Bridge (or Market St. Bridge) 
and turning to the left, to avoid the 
city, proceeded to the Falls of the 
Schuylkill, and at 11 A. M., reached 
the site of our former encampment, 
near Germantown, where we encamp- 
ed and put up our tents, which we 
have been without for a week." 

From General Muhlenberg's order- 
ly book of that day — September 13, — 
we note the following from Penna. 
Magazine, page 466, volume 34. 

"The General, with peculiar satis- 
faction, .thanks those gallant officers 
and soldiers who on the 11th instant, 
bravely fought in their country's 
cause. If there are any whose con- 
duct reflect dishonor upon soldiership, 
and their names are not pointed out 
to him, he must for the present, leave 
them to reflect how much they have 
dishonored their country, how un- 
faithful they have proved to their 
fellow soldiers," but with this exhor- 
tation — "that they embrace the first 
opportunity which may offer to do 
justice to both and to the profession 
of a soldier." 

"Although the event of that day, 
from some unfortunate circumstances, 
was not so favorable as could be 
wished, the General has the satisfac- 
tion of assuring the troops that from 
every account he has been able to ob- 
tain, the enemies' loss .greatly ex- 
ceeded ours, and he has full confi- 
dence that in another appeal to Heav- 
en (with the blessing of Providence, 
which it becomes every officer and sol- 
dier humbly to supplicate) we shall 
prove successful." 

The Honorable Congress (in con- 
sideration of the gallant behavior of 
the troops on Thursday last, their 
fatigue since, and from a full convic- 
tion that on every future occasion 
they will manifest bravery worthy ol 
the cause they have undertaken to 
defend), having been pleased to order 
30 hogsheads of Rum to be distrib- 
uted among them in such manner as 
the Commander-in-Chief shall direct, 
he orders the Commissary of General 
Issues to deliver to each officer and 
soldier — one gill per day while it 
lasts. "No woman under any pre- 
tense whatsoever to go with the 
Army, but to follow the baggage, 
etc.," and concludes that day's orders 
as follows: 

"The army is to be ready to march 
precisely at nine o'clock tomorrow 
morning, the General Officers Com- 
manding Division will receive the or- 
der of March from the Q. M. G., who 
will also direct the Route of the Bag- 
gage." 

Thus we come to the General's or- 
ders for September 14, 1777 (and for 
Lower Merion, a never to be forgot- 
ten day). 

"The troops are to march .to 
Sweed's Ford (now Norristown) in 
the following order by sub-divisions 
from the right, the first two-thirds 
of the light dragoons from which the 
commanding officers will detach small 
parties to reconnoitre in the Front, 
and on the Flanks to a considerable 
distance — then the main body of the 
Army in the following order — viz. : 
1st — the remaining Brigade of Gen- 
eral Sullivan's Division (Maryland's 
best), 2nd — Lord Sterling, 3rd — 
Wayne, 4th — Park of Artillery, 5th 
— Nashe's Brigade (made up of 
North Carolina troops, which lost its 
gallant leader at the Battle of Ger- 
mantown several weeks later), 6th — 
Stephen's and commissary stores, 8th 
— then a Captain's command from 
the two regiments of Gen. Weedon's 
Brigade, to act as rear guard, and 
to have flanking parties on all sides." 

"The Brigadiers and Officers com- 
manding regiments are also to post 
some good officers in the rear to keep 
the men in order, and if in any time 
of action, any man who is not wound- 
ed, whether he has arms or not, turns 
his back upon the enemy and attempts 
to run away,- or to retreat before or- 
ders are given for it, those officers 
are instantly to put him to death. 
The man does not deserve to live 
who basely flies, breaks his solemn

the popular reaction is the same. A 
continuation of the complacency to- 
ward shocking crime which this na- 
tion has been displaying for many 
years will surely and completely un- 
dermine everything that makes life 
worth .while under the Stars and 
Stripes. The argument that modern 
crime, which shrinks at nothing, 
which challenges government itself, is 
supported, organized and constantly 
increased out of the profits of the 
bootleg trade is too plausible to be 
brushed aside. Those who maintain 
that the Eighteenth Amendment is 
sacrosanct and must not be altered, 
not even discussed, are assuming a 
responsibility toward the lives and 
security of their fellow-citizens which 
The Vagrant, craven wanderer that 
he is, would not dare to assume. 
/ 
Assessor 
The plain, common problem of the 
Pennsylvania boroughs lost an im- 
portant political power when the Leg- 
islature last year deprived them of 
the right to elect their tax assessors 
and conferred that responsibility on 
the county authorities. From the 
days of Magna Carta it has been in- 
stinctive with English-speaking peo- 
ple to retain a firm grip on the taxing 
power, especially on that which oper- 
ates on them locally. The Vagrant 
was amazed that such legislation 
should get through. Now we see the 
first effects of it here in Narberth. 
The county authorities have passed 
over the assessor whom we elected, 
Mr. E. C. Griswold, and suggested 
the "temporary" appointment of an- 
other man, against whom The Va- 
grant has nothing to say. It is evi- 
dent, however, that no assessor could 
do a better, a fairer and a more 
needed job than that which Mr. Gris- 
wold performed when he equalized 
the tax assessments. He demon- 
strated a capacity to think imper- 
sonally and judicially — which is a 
mental feat that unfortunately can be 
performed by comparatively few. 
Equalization in Narberth meant rais- 
ing the assessments on many old 
properties, including the business dis- 
trict, in order that the burden might 
not rest so unjustly on the owners of 
newer residential properties. The Va- 
grant cannot permit Mr. Griswold to 
go out of office without receiving at 
least this feeble acknowledgment of 
his meritorious service.

Washington's Route Through 
Main Line Section Traced

engagements, and betrays his coun- 
try." 

There must have been a quick 
change of orders when our army 
reached Roxborough Heights, for 
Pickering's Journal has it that "On 
Sunday, September 14th, 1777, the 
army naving yesterday cleaned their 
arms and received ammunition to 
complete forty (40) rounds a man, 
this day marched up a few miles and 
re-crossed the Schuylkill at Lever- 
ing's Ford, the water being nearly up 
to the waist — they advanced ^ibout 
live or six miles th^it night. Lieut. 
James McMichael says, "On Septem- 
ber 14, we marched from Camp near 
Germantown, N. N. W., for a few 
miles up the preat road from Phila- 
delphia to Reading, then turning 
W. S. W., we crossed the Schuylkill 
in the center between Philadelphia 
and Sweed's Ford, 8 miles from each, 
we reached the great road to Lancas- 
ter at Merion Meeting House, and 
proceeded up that road, when we on- 
camped in an open field, beiiitf denied 
every desirable refreshment." 

It is indicated from a check by 
automobile speedometer that Ihe army 
left the Ridge Road, and came to the 
river via Paoli Road, forded the river, 
and came to Merion Meeting House, 
by what is now the bed of Mary 
Watersford Road and Meeting House- 
Lane, past the future Cynwyd Public 
School. At that time there was no 
Montgomery County, for Lower Mer- 
ion township belonged to Philadel- 
phia County and its taxablcs for the 
year 1774 only numbered 170 persons 
and eight estates. The township was 
crossed by the Great Conestoga or 
Kings Highway, which was known 
after 1796 as the Old Lancaster 
Road. 

Paths or roads leading from the 
Schuylkill to this vicinity were little 
more than Indian trails in the forty- 
fifth year of Washington's life. There 
were in the township widely scatter- 
ed farms, with an occasional store 
and post office, but no villages or 
towns. Our proud Main Line section, 
including fair Narberth, was at that 
tihie about one hundred years in the 
offing. 

The Merion Chapter of the D. A. 
R. fix the encampment of that night 
in the tract of land known as the 
estate of Samuel McDowell, and ad- 
jacent grounds. Their guess is as 
good as ours. See "Historic Lower 
Merion and Blockley," by Dora Har- 
vey Develin, who has written so well 
of Lower Merion. 

The General Wayne Inn at that 
time had been newly enlarged and 
renovated, and was known as Streep- 
er's Ordinary. The proprietor., whose 
wife was in charge of the tavern, was 
a soldier in the Continental Army. 
The next Inn or Tavern was kept by 
Richard Hughes, and stood opposite 
Sniedley and Mehl's coal yard. It 
was perhaps the forerunner of Ard- 
more. The Commander-in-Chief and 
his Staff of some twenty men made 
the General Wayne their headquar- 
ters on the night of September 14, 
and, under the circumstances, there 
is no reason to believe that they were 
not well treated. 

Of this Army of some 12,000 men, 
of which about 2000 were militia, 
commanded by General Armsti'ong, 
said a writer of long ago: "There 
was Green next to the Commander- 
in-Chief in genius and 'goodly pres- 
ence,' though slightly lahie, and with 
one eye injured. There .was Wayne, 
Sullivan, Lord, Sterling and Steph- 
ens, while even among their aides, 
were 'men of mark' in the history of 
after times," as for example — Capt. 
John Marshall and Col. Alexander 
Hamilton and many others. 

Again we quote from Lieut. Mc- 
Michael: "Sept. 15, at 6 A. M., we 
marched to the Sorrel Horse, the 
Spread Eagle and to Paoli, where we 
encamped." 

We also find in Penna. Archives — 
1st Series, page 624, an extract from 
the letter of the General; lated Buck 
Tavern, Sept. 15, 1777, Monday, three 
o'clock P. M., which we quote: 

"I would beg leave to recommend 
in the most earnest manner that some 
Board of Committee- be appointed or 
some mode adopted for obtaining sup- 
plies of blankets foy" the troops, many 
are now without,- and the season be- 
coming cold, they will be injured in 
their health and unfitted for service, 
unless they are immediately provid- 
ed with them: Our supplies in this 
instance as in every article of cloth- 
ing, cannot be too great, as there 
are frequent losses, not easily to be 
avoided. I would also observe that 
I think in point of prudence and 
sound policy, every species of provi- 
sions, should be removed from the 
city, except such as will be necessary 
to supply the present demands of 
this army. I have been told, there 
are considerable quantities in private 
hands, which should not be suffered 
to remain a moment longer than they 
can be conveyed away." 

The Buck Tavern is still standing 
at ; the intersection of Old Lancaster 
Road and Lincoln Highway. Here 
the- great Commander and his Army 
passed from our neighborhood to fur- 
ther marches, struggles, and eventual- 
ly to deathless renown. Of our most 
distinguished guest of that day, it 
has been well said by Colonial J. 
Richter Jones in Mb "Quaker Sol- 
dier," that the Man of that age and
